TROLLEY CARS 


By Edith LaFrancis 

(part one) 

The beginning of trolley service in Agawam is tied in with the 
story of the Agawam Bridge, In 1897 the old covered bridge was 
in need of repair an<l in other way^s inadequate for trolley traffic. 

tfl^he Springfield Street Railway Company has been operating 
horse-drawn cars in Springfield since 1870, and in 1877 had estab¬ 
lished a line into West Springfield, crossing the Old Toll Bridge, 
going up Main to Park and Elm Streets. This line replaced the last 
of the old coaches or omnibuses that had run from the Springfield 
Depot to West Springfield. By 1891 the horse car line was extended 
up Tubbs Hill as far as Church St.,- West Springfifield. It never

^892 the first electric

We.st Springfield Common. No electric cars ever crossed the Old 
Toll Bridge. Tlie Springfield Street-Railway sold its last 80 horses 
at Auction J:in. 10, 1898. 

Agawam, still without trolley service, was depending on a stage 
line wliich made two trip.s a day, and the horse-and-buggy taxi serv¬ 
ice run by Cook’s Livery in West Spjungfield. 

At a town meeting April 26, 1897, Mr. E. P. Bai’tholomew of 
West Springfield was calliKl upon to make a statement regarding the 
Springfield and Southwe.stern Street Railway. Tt was then voted to 
take action on tho building of a new bridge. This company was not 
given the franchi.se. It was granted to the West Springfield and 
Agawam Stj-eet Railway witli a penalty of $2000 attached as per¬ 
formance guarantee. Default later resulted in a court case. 

The Selectment’s report for year ending March 10, 1900 says,— 
“Tho old wooden structure known as Agawam Bridge was burned 
late in May, wliich loft a much-traveled thoroughfare without a 
passage acro.ss the river. At a special meeting we were authorized 
to contract in conjunction with West Springfield selectmen for a 
thirty-foot steel bridge, and provide for a temporary bridge. 

“Delays beyond our control were experienced until July 10th, j 
bids were received from twelve biidge firms ranging from $18,1301
